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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 • This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: (i) CTLA4lg ;(ii) Fas ligand; (ill) antibody to Fas ligand; 
(iv) truncated form of FADD; (v) cells expressing CTLA4lg;(vi) single chain F v : in 
regards to a product detrimental to Antigen Presenting Cells(APCs).
